Services were held Sunday, 
October 17, for Alice A. Clink, 
94, one of East Jordan’s oldest 
residents. The funeral was con- 
ducted by Rev. Edward 0. De- 
Haven at the Clink residence. 
She died at her home Friday, Oc- 
tober 15. 


Alice A. Copeland. was born 
April 15, 1860 at Vassar, Michi- 
gan. She married E. N. Clink 
and in 1880 moved to Boyne Gi- 
ty where he worked with. the 
Boyne City Enterprise. In 1882 
the moved.to East Jordan and es- 
tablished the Enterprise here. 


The name was an economical 
gesture. Boyne City was cut off 
the original name plate and the 
newspaper became simply the 
Enterprise. 


There was a disastrous fire 
which completely destroyed the 
paper and cut short Mr. Clink’s 
career as a “newspaperman. He 
then worked in stores and taught 
school and studied law. He was 
admitted to the bar and in 1903 
admitted to federal courts. He 


. died in. East Jordan at the age 


of 78. 
Mrs. Clink remembered only 
one present East Jordan resident 


.who. was here at the. time she 


first: came to town. Ira Bartlett; 
now 78, was just a small boy then 

Surviving are one daughter, 
Leila Clink of East Jordan and 
one son, A. D. Clink of San Jose, 
California. Another son, Ray 
died in 1912. One sister, Mrs. 
John Bolton of Montreal, Cana- 
da, also. survives. 

Those from out of town to at- 
tend the funeral were Mrs. Mar- 
tha Overholt of Detroit, Miss Ma- 
ry Morrison of Elk Rapids, Mrs. 
Ruth Stevenson of Mackinaw Ci- 
ty, Stephen Clink, Mr. and Mrs. 
Russell Clink, George Clink and 
Bruce Clink, all from near Flint 
and Brown City. 

Burial was at Sunset Hill Ce- 
metery.

Potter Sums Up. Work Of 
Republican Administration

Speaking of big business, he 
cautioned his listeners not to be 
afraid of big business, He point- 
ed out that big business makes 
and helps little business and the 
workers. It was said that without 
big business there would not be 
many little businesses. 

Senator Potter produced a 
communist published paper of 
May, 1954 which asked all com- 
munists to unseat the Republi- 
cans and return the Democrats 
to office. 

The senator said that was be- 
cause it is easier for communists 
to infiltrate the Democratic par- 
ty than the Republican party. 

‘Senator Potter said the Demo- 


crats have been “saved by wars . 


and depressions.” But he added 
that the Republicans believe the 
United States can have prosper- 
ity based upon peace.

IN SPEAKING of Michigan 
polities, the Senator said it was 
indeed ‘unfortunate that Michi- 
gan cannot afford two govern- 
ors, one to run about the state 
entertaining and the other to 
stay in Lansing and take care of 
sate business. 


He compared our Democratic 
Governor and Republican legis- 
lature to a football team having 
a University of Michigan line 
and a Michigan State backfield. 
Neither, he said, would cooperate 


Contrary to general belief, the 
Senator said Michigan democra- 
tics are not poor. He charged 
that the Union’s PAC is spend- 
ing $1,000,000 to return Gov- 
ernor Williams to Lansing. 

The Senator pointed to Don- 
ald Leonard’s administrative ab- 
ility and described him as a man 
who would,remain in Lansing to 
look after state business.

Now is the time to check up 
on those yearling dairy heifers 


“to see if they have enough size 


to freshen when you will want 
them. 


Ed Rebman, Charlevoix coun- 
ty agricultural agent make this 
suggestion and gives farmers a 
yardstick with which to gauge 
their heifers’ growth. Rebman 
says that yearlings of the larger 
breeds, such as Holsteins, should 
weigh about 650 pounds—or 
have a chest-girth measurement 
of 60 inches or more. 


- Don L. Murray, extension dai- 
ry specialist at Michigan State 
College, suggests that if heifers 
have enough size, their feed dur- 
ing the coming year can consist 
mainly of good quality’ rough- 
ages. Hay, silage and good pas- 
ture will keep them growing. 


If they are lagging in growth 
some additional grain should -be 
fed to boost them up to par. 
Those dairymen raising smaller 
breeds, such as the Guernsey, 
should have heifers weighing be- 
tween 475 and 500 pounds—or a 
chest girth measurement of ab- 


' out 55 inches, adds Murray. 


An open shed is adequate for 
housing animals of this age. If 
they have the size a good sup- 
ply of water and a liberal sup- 
ply of high quality. roughage will
